These anonymous quadrantes, dating from the reign of Domitian to that of Antoninus Pius, 
were probably issued by the Senate in Rome as indicated by the S.C. on the reverse. Often 
times the general style of the pieces, especially the obverse types, show striking resemblances 
to members of the Imperial family. The Minerva type is reminiscent of Domitian’s coins in its 
boldness.

36 and 37); the reverse is a revision of a theme already essayed by Eumenes (Rizzo pl. XLII, 9 and 
10). This unsigned drachm may not be from the hand of Eucleidas himself, but the modelling 
reveals itself to be the work of a master artist.

The reverse type, PAX, refers to the famous battle of Ac- 
tium and to the closing of the gates of the Temple of Janus.

Camarina founded c. 598 B.C.was destroyed and recolonized several times during the sixth 
and fifth centuries before the population was permanently evacuated to Syracuse in 405 B.C. 
in the face of the Carthaginian threat. Camarina, a minor mint, concentrated largely on the 
production of small change in silver and bronze; the bronze coinage having been adopted 
from the native Sicels as a supplement to the silver.

These types do not appear to be commemorating a particular victory but agonistic contests 
in general, perhaps in celebration of the Olympian, Pythian and other Greek games.

Immediately following the death of Postumus, Laelianus assumed the imperial authority in 
the breakaway Gallic Empire and established his mint in the city of Mayence. Active, skill- 
ful and knowledgeable in military commissions, he fortified several towns against German 
intruders. However, in spite of his dutifulness to the Roman cause, he was slain by his troops 
only a few months after he gained control of the government.

Domitianus, general of the legions in Egypt during the reign of Diocletian, made himself 


emperor in Alexandria. Diocletian left Syria to meet the test and, beseiging the city, de- 
feated the usurper in the spring of A.D. 296.
